1 . Claims 1-36, 40 and 42-46 are allowed over prior art. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant 
has canceled previous rejected claims 37-39 and 41, and amended previous objected 
claims 40 and 42 to include previously indicated allowable subject matter. 

3. The prior art fail to teach or suggest fairly with respect to claim 1 , receiving at 
least one search code burst aligned with a PN frame timing, and at least one search 
code burst signifying a pilot PN offset, and comparing at least one search code burst to 
a set of code-words, each codeword representing a predetermined PN offset, with 
respect to claim 6 and 29, searching for at least one secondary search code burst 
aligned with said PN frame timing, said at least one secondary search code burst 
signifying said pilot channel PN offset, and comparing said at least one secondary . 
search code burst to a set of codewords, each codeword representing a predetermined 
PN offset, with respect to claim 8 and 31, searching for at least one secondary search 
code burst aligned with said search code slot timing, comparing said at least one 
secondary search code burst to a set of codewords, each codeword representing a 
predetermined PN offset group, with respect to claim 11, searching for at least one 
secondary search code burst aligned with a system time frame, comparing said at least 
one secondary search code burst to a set of codewords, each codeword representing a 
predetermined PN offset/with respect to claim 14, at least one search code channel 
comprising a repeating sequence of bursts, and code channel for providing a pilot 
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channel PN offset of pilot channel, with respect to claim 29, comparing said at least 
one secondary search code burst to a set of codewords, each codeword representing a 
predetermined PN offset, with respect to claim 34, search for at least one secondary 
search code burst aligned with said search code timing, and compare at least one 
secondary search code burst to a set of codewords, each codeword presenting a 
predetermined pilot channel PN offset and phase, and with respect to claim 40, a 
single search code includes a predetermined number of fixed chip patterns or their 
complement, and with respect to claim 42, at least one search code includes a 
primary search code channel and a secondary search code channel.
